New York, Jan. 30th. 

The Herald 'e St. Louis correspondent 
gives outlines of areported rebel pro- 
ject in West Mississippi of an extraordi- 
nary character. It is te the effect that 
Gen. Kirby Smith, commanding the rebel 
trans-Mississippi Department, including 
all the rebel territory and troops West 
of the Mississippi River, has been nego- 
tiating for a transfer of bis forces to the 
Emperor Maxmillian of Mexico. 

The Herald, publishes the rebel army 
roster, which it says was obtained from 
the most authentic source. The figures 
accompanying the organization show 
the full strength of the rebels to be only 
one hundred and sixty-eight thousand 
nine hundred and fifty men of all arms. 
This is their fullest strength, and these 
forces are scattered from the James to 
Red River, and from the Atlantic coast 
to the Indian territories. It is shown 


very conclusively that the only army 
upon which the rebels can depend, is 


the army of Northern Virginia. This is 
the only organization which the enemy 
has deserving the name, and the only 
army which we now have to overcome. 

The Tribane haga leading article on 
recognition and imtrigze, in which it 
says it has obtained a clue to the Euro. 
pean complot where slave holding reb- 
els are comfortieg themselves with the 
hope of a powerful and speedy aid to 


their sinking cause. Its outline is at an 
early stage of the rebellion. J ot Dv 


sent the Roman Catholic Bishop Lynen, 
of South Carolina, to Europe to search’ 
for sympathizers and allies, but to make 
Rome his focus of operations. It was 
not difficult for him to convince the mas- 
ter spirits of European re-aetion and ab- 
solutionism; that the slave holders in 
rebellion was identical in spirit with 
their cause and enlist their sympathy ; 
but Bishop Lynch went further and as- 
sured the magnates of the Catholic 
Church that its expansion and predomi- 
nance throughout the hemisphere would 
be assured by the triumph of the rebels, 
and in deference to these representations 
a secret league of Roman Catholic 
powers in France, Spain and Austria, 
under the guidance of the Pope, has 
been formed and are to recognize the 
Confederacy, after the 4th of March, on 
the ground that it did not take part in 
the Presidential election. The Tribune 
also learns that the rebels anticipate a 
fresh assauit on Richmond, and in case 
they cannot Bold it they will burn it to 
the ground, to show christendom that 
they would rather be exterminated than 
subjects.

non-compliance on their part with an 
rules or regulations adopted by the 11 
ners; but that such rules and regula- 
tions migbt be considered by tbem in 
connection with the other evidence for 
the purpose of determining whether or 
not the plaintiffs had abandoned their 
claim. We understand the learned 
Judge of tlie Court below to bave here 
used the term forfeiture in a mining 
law-sense, ard abandonment in its com- 
mon law sense. Such being tke case, 
the jury were instructed that ‘there was 
not, and could not be, any such thiog 
as forfeiture under mining rules and 
regulations, and if so, the instruction 
was undoubtedly erroneous. 

The term forfeiture as used in our mi- 
ning customs and codes means the loss 
of a right to mine a particular piece of 
ground, previously acquired, by neglect 
or faire to comply with the rules and 


reguidtions of the bar or diggings in 


which the ground is situated, preseri- 
bing the acts which must be done in or- 
der to continue and keep alive that 
right after ithas been once acquired. 
Asa defense it is entirely distinct and 
separate from that of abandonment. 
involves no question of intent but rests 
entirely upon the mining rules and reg- 
ulations, and involves only the question 
whether, in point of fact, those rules 
and regulations bave been observed by 
the party seeking to mantain or perpet- 
nate the right, regardle : 
tention may have been. Whereas the 
principal qustien involved in the de- 
fense of abandonment is one of inten- 
tion. Was the ground left by the loce 
tor withont ary intention of returning, 
or making any further use of it? If ea, 
an abandonment has taken place upon 
common law principles, independent al 
any mining iule or regulation, and the 
ground has become once more 
juris and open to the oecupation of ths 
next comer. | 
That the miners may make rules and 
regulations to govern the acquisition 
and tenure of mining righis has been 
expressly and, in our judgment, wisely 
declared by the Legislatare, with the 
further declaration that such rules 
regulations, sball be admitted in evi- 
dence and shall control the decision of 
mining controversies.
